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BOOK ILLUSTRATION IN AMERICA. 


— 


The Development of a Noble Industry, 


W. Lewis Fraser, manager of the art 
department of the Century magazine, ad- 
dressed the Grolier Club in New York 
recently on Nearly Two Hundred Years 
of Book Illustrating in America. 

In 1669, he said, appeared the first sheet 
printed in America, the “Almanac of 
Rtephen Daye. In the seventy-five 
vears following its publication eleven 
hundred books were printed on American 
presses, but only three of them were 
iliustrated —‘‘Tuley’s Almanac,” con- 
taining a rudecut of an eclipse; Increase 
Mather’s “Ichabod,” with a portrait of 
its author, aud the American Almanac,“ 
of N. W. Whittemore, bearing on its title 
page a portrait of Queen Anne. 

Most of these books were of a religious 
or controversial character, and contained 
little matter for the inspiration of an 
artist. 

American books were illustrated by re- 
lief plates from 1703 throughout the Pro- 
vineial period, and from copper plates 
from a very early time. These plates 
were. presumably engraved in America. 
In 1775 there were in América three relief 
and two copper-plate engravers, who 
might be classed as professionals. One 
of these was a negro slave owned by 
Thomas Fleet, a Boston printer. 

The work of the ante-Revolutionary 
engravers was not much to be commen- 
ded. After the war tilltheend of the 
eentury, printing offices were multiplied, 
aad immense numbers of books were 
produced, varying from children’s books 
au inch square to ponderous folios. From 
the beginning of tht présent century to 
3330 copper-plate engraving was very 

pular for everything, from a history of 

k Robin toa folio Bible. 

However, wood engraving had begun 
to grow in favor, and in 1830 the National 
Academy of Design established a course 
lectures on that art. Then a mushy 
literature with mushy illustrations 
sprang into existence, and the namerous 
annuals formed the staple of popular 
reading. 

In 1860 the number of steel engravers 
had grown until there were in all the 
country about 90. About that time arose 
the prophet of the new dispensation in 
steel engraving, Felix O. C. Darley, whom 
Mr. Fraser characterized as the illustra- 
tor par excellence of America. 

Wood ‘engraving ‘received a new im- 
petus a few „years and a class of en- 
thusiastic gifted men devoted them- 
sel ves to this art until it had attained the 
higbest rank among the various m 
employed tg illustrate books and periodi-

FREE LUMBER. 
Geed Reasons Why the Lamber- 
| men of the Sierra Sheuld Vote. 
for Protection. 

Wood and Tron, in a recent issue, 
has the following to say concerning 
freelumber: The placing of lumber 
on the free list as proposed by the 
Mills bill now before the.Senate, while 
it would work great hardship to those 
engaged in that branch of manufacture 
elsewhere in the United States, would 
prove especially infurious to the lum- 
bermen on this coast for the reason 
that they have to compete with the 
cheap Chinese and Indian lo bor of 
British Columbia. In the lumber dis- 
tricts of Nova Scotia and the Dominion 
of Canada only white labor is em- 
ployed, the same as in Maine, Michi- 
gan and Wisconsin, the only section: of 
the Eastern States exposed to foreign 
lumber competition. While the wages 
paid in that portion of British America 
are somewhat lower than is paid on 
the American side of the line, the la- 
borers themselves belonging to the 
superior race have most of the wants 
of the lattér; They have families which 
they rear and educate. They inhabit 
separate abodes and are not gregari- 
ous as are the Chinese and Indians, 
her like. wild animals. 


lumber be made in thiS eaBtern settion 
of British America than in the neigh- 
boring States of the Union. 

On this side of the continent, how- 
ever, it is quite differént. British Co- 
lumbia, which lies close to our princi- 
pal lumber markets, possesses at the 
same time the best possible facilities 
for the manufacture and shipment of 
that article. The country along the 


coast and for more than a hundred 


miles inland, is densely covered with 
coniferous forests, the timber all heing 
adapted for making lumber. This 
portion of the coast is deeply indented 
with bays, creeks and inlets, some of 
the latter extending back for many 
miles, having much the form of deep 
narrow canals. 

This is the principal, field of the 
British Columbia o tionns, nearly 
all carried on with Chinese and Indian 
labor, only a few white meh being em- 
ployed as overseers. The wages — 
these people do not average more than 
a third paid in the lumber regions of 
Washington, Oregon and California.
